The great fistic varnival in New Orleanswn Sept. 5, 
6 and 7, promises to attract thousands of spectators 
to the Crescent City to witness the three contests. 

The first battle will take place on Monday, Sept. 5, 
and will be between Jack McAuliffe, the light-weight 
champion of America, and Billy Myer, of Streator, [Il., 
the Illinois Cyclone. Myer is preparing himself for 
the contest at his home in Streator, and McAuliffe is 
undergoing the hardening process at Bay St. Louis. 
Myer was down to weight, 133 pounds, last Fridar 
night. 

Myer has been doing the major portion of his work 
at the Streator Driving Park. Dumbbells, boxing

gloves, sledges, mauls and quoites of all weights an 
sizes lay around his training quarters in profusion. 
A striking platform for ball punching is fastened un- 
der a shed out in the open air, where Myer hereafter 
will do most of his work. 

The laborious part of his work is completed, and 
from now on until he boards the train for the scene 
of the contest he will engage in sprint running—to im- 
prove his wind—ball punching, and other light and 
speedy exercises. Myer has undoubtedly worked like 
a Trojan since he first donned a sweater for the con- 
test. 

Ed Myer, Billy's brother, and Johnny Eckhart, have 
had charge of him during the past six weeks, and they

The Olympics believe, with the Greeks of old, that 
pugilism is ac important part of athletics, and ought 
to be encouraged and patronized, and that it will be if 
it can be separated from the disagreeable features that 
bave bitherto surrounded it. 

Under its management all the rowdyiem and dis- 
agreeable features of the old prize ring have been done 
away with The glove contests, as they are now called, 
are given under the authority of the State of Louisi- 
ana, unier a special license from the mayor of New 
Orleans, with the chief of police or other police officer, 
with fifty men or more under him, presiding, to see 
that everything is fairly, honestly and orderly con-

I 
shall cut the pace from the fall of the flag, and give 
Myer no opportunity to makea long fight, and if he 
does not keep away, as he did at North Judson, Ind., 
he will have to fight and keep fighting to win. Myer 
may be the champion light-weight, but I hold the 
“Police Gazette” belt, and don’t expect to havein my 
record, especially when this is my last ficht, that I 
was ever defeated.

On Sept. 6 George Dixon, the colored feather-weight 
champion of the world, and Jack Skelly, will battle 
for $17,500 and the feather-weight championship of 
the world. Dixon is in condition and Jimmy Carroll. 
who is training Skelly, says he will be fit as a fiddle to 
make a protracted struggle. Dixon is the favorite, 
but Skelly’s backer, Billy Reynolds, is contident. The 
battle will no doubt be an interesting one. 

On Sept. 7 the great contest between John L. Sulli- 
van and Jim Corbett, the California wonder, will take 
place. They will fight at catch-weight for $45,000 
and the championship of the world. Both pugilists 
are in superb condition for the battle. 

This grvat “pugilistic carnival,” as New Orleans de- 
lights to vall it, bas created a sensation throughout 
the world, and well it might. There are $45,000 
offered in prizes, $40,000 in side bets and some 
$30,000 epent on other preparations, and Sullivan or 
Corbett will be $45,000 richer when 1t is over. 

It is a big affair, moreover, aside from the money 
involved, more than ever before dreamed of in pugil- 
ism, for itis a new departure in “the manly art of 
self-defense,”’ an effort to make the prize ring refined 
and respectable—sumething that gentlemen can pa- 
tronize. 

The Olympic Club has already done much to rescue 
pugilism from the roughs aud tougbs, who formerly 
controlled it, and the bad repute into which it had 
fallen. It hopes to make glove contests as reputable a 
form of sport and athletics as wrestling, football and

The Olympic ring is so orderly that no one need besi- 
tate about goins there, and no one in New Orleans 


The president of the club, Mr. Charles Noel, is a 
leading manufacturer and prominent member of the 
city council, and the other gentlemen having charge 
of the contests are solid, substantial and respected 
business men. At least three-fourths of the spectators 
on the night of “a contest” are of the better classes— 
lawyers, doctors. bankers, merchants and men of that 
kind; and the other quarter, sporting men, mainly 
from the Eust, are kept well in order. 

A large amount of capital is required to carry on the 
pugilistic businese, which is conducted on business 
methods like a race course. The Olympic Club, which 
isa stock company, has all the money it needs, and is 
able, therefore, to offer bigger purees and spend some 
$60,000 or $75,000 in all on the coming fights. 

In addition to its capital it has the advantage of a 




















splendid reputation for honesty and fair dealing, as 
there has never been a complaint againatit. It is this 
fact which has made it unwilling to co-operate or act 
with any other club, even when invited to do so by so 
influential an organization as the Coney Island Club 
of New York, 

Aside from the money taken in by the Olympics, New 
Orleans makes “a handsome thing” by these ‘‘pugil- 
istic carnivals." They stir up the city as much as 
Mardi Gras does, give the railroads plenty of business 
during the dull season, pack the hotels and boarding- 
ing-houses, and cause a general activity “all along the 
line.” 

There are side bets of $40,000, so that the total 
amount that will change hands,as a result of these 
contesta, aside from the betting, is $82,500. 

If the Olympics sell all their seats they will take in

some $160,000, and net $100,000, and even if they do 
only half as well they will make a handsome profit.

It is constructed after the fashion of the old Roman 
Colosseum. In the ceutre is the ring, which is declared 
by all pugilists to be the best in the worl’. Around 
this is a platform for the police, seconds, referee, etc., 
and then a barbed wire fence to preventany of that 
ring jumping which has spoilt so many fights. 

The press has seats immediately in front, and the 
press on this occasion will number 500, for several of 
the northern papers have applied for eight tickets. 
They will send three or four reporters, an artist, a re- 
tired pugilist to give points, and a stenographer and a 
telegrapher. 





Behind the press come two rows of private boxes, 
each seating six persons. Then the parquet. family 
circle and galleries. 
The whole building is splendidly illuminated by 
the electric light.and the pugilists are visible from 
every portion of the house. 

The club has made two improvements in its arefia 
since its last ight. It will have better telegraphic fa- 
cilities so that news of the fight can be sent directly 
from the ringside to each newspaper with @ corre- 
spondent present, and time will be announced by an 
electric clock and gong. 

The club more or less provides and cares for the 
pugilists who have made engagements with it from 
the moment the contract is signed. It pays for the 
medical exami m to see that the men are sound, 
and that the old cry, “lack of condition,” is not in- 
dulged fn, for it will allow no man to enter the ring 
when not fully prepared for it. 

It sends its agents from time to time to the training 
quarters of the pugilists to see that they are properly 
preparing themselves so as to assure a good fight, and 
it provides them with training quarters, if they come 
Seuth, as the club always urges them to do, so that it 
will have them under its eyes. It requires them fo 
put up a forfeit, and this prevents the possibility of 
the fight falling through by any of the pugilist s back- 
ing out at the last moment. 

It is admitted on all hands that if the coming carni- 
val proves a financial success it will give a great im- 
petus to pugilism not only here but throughout the 
country. : 

The Olympics announce that they will give two Sun- 
day exhibitions each year—one in the spring, during 
Mardi Gras, when New Orleans is crowded with visi- 
tors, and the other in the fali, about September or 
October.

coffee broker, has aired her domestic troubles in court 
by bringing suit against her husband for se»aration 
and alimony. 

She declares that her husband, William E. McCredy, 
lost his temper on various occasions without causo 
and went so far as tothreaten her with bodily vio- 
lence. More than once, she says, ho raised his hand 
to strike her.as her mother, Mrs. J. K. Fletcher, and 
her younger sister, Mise Emma Fletcher, unite in 
swearing. 

Her affidavit, backed up by the evidence of her 
mother and her sister, was submitted to Judge Gieg-

erich, of the Court of Common Pleas, on a motion for 
alimony and counsel fees, pending the litigation, as 
Mra. McCredy was not satisfied with the allowance of 
$100 a month that her husband has voluntarily given 
her since their separation. 

The $100 a month allowance would not begin to 
meet the expenses incidental tothe style of living to 
which Mrs. McCredy has been accustomed since her 
marriage eleven years ago. Sle has had handsome 
apartments at the Hotel San Remo, at Seventy-fifth 
street and Centfal Park West. She bas kad horses and 
carriages at her disposal, and jewelry, fine dresses and 
knick-knacks enough to satisfy the ambition of any 
ordinary woman. She has attended the most éz- 
pensive ridipg clubs and has been a noted figure in the 
park, not only on horseback but driving bebind one of 
the showiest tandems in the city and on the box ef 
four-in-hand coaches. 

Mr. McCredy enjoys a largeincome. He isa mem- 
ber of the irm of Schramm & McCredy, coffee, brokers, 
at No. 185 Front street. He belonged to several social 
organizations, including the New York Athletic Club 
and the Four-in-Hand Club. He bas always kept 
borses and lived in luxurious comfort. Ongof his sis- 
ters is the wife of Frederic R. Coudert, whose law 
firm has charge of hie interests in the present suit. 
Another sister was married to RoberpA. Chesebrough, 
of No, 17 East Forty-fifth street. 

Mr. McCredy is a fine-looking man of thirty-six or 
thirty-eight years,while Mra. McCredy is about twenty- 
nine. She is a handsome woman, petite, with a good 
figure, dark blue eyes and golden hair. 

To offeet the charges of cruelty made by Mrs. Mc- 
Credy in her suit for limited divorce, Mr. McCredy’s 
jawyers have collected evidence to show that their 
élisnt was more than justified in his conduct, and that 
his wife deserved nothing but harsinese. 

Mr. McCredy for some time had suspected his wife. 
Four years ago he obtained possession of compromis- 
ing correspondence and sent ber away from his home. 
They were then living at the Chelsea, in West Twenty- 
eighth streét, a bypilding in which he still owns an in- 
terest. 

He found that while she was at the Grand Union 
Hotel in Saratoga she had kepta private letter box to 
prevent the possibility of having her mail pass 
through bis hands. An elderly curbstone broker, to 
whom he particularly objected, followed her to Sara- 
toga and danced constant attendance upon her. With 
this man, be says, she went driving and took private 
dinners at the lake.

This subsequently came into the possession of 
Mr.: ‘edy, who took pleasure in severely chastis- 
ing the offending broker. 

Mr. McGredy says he never realized the amount of 
talk that his wife’s conduct had occasioned unl after 
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they had parted and the opposing affidavits were be- 
ing prepared. 

He was so greatly shocked by what he heard that he 
abruptly gave up the investization himeelf, leaving 
his lawyers to complete it. The result is embodied in

the affidavits of halfa dozen employes of the Hotel 
San Remo, elevator boys, hall boys, watchmen and 
clerks, an affiiiavit from the man in charge of the ho- 
tel carriages aud another by a Park policeman. 

In these affidavits the curbstone broker and his Pro- 
duce Exchanye rival retire into the background and a 
young Cuban figures as the Lothario.

Mrs. McCredy was foolishly imprudent according 
to these sworn statements, and she placed herself 
wholly in the power of the men employed around her.

A FATHER’S DOUBLE CRIME.

Henry Harris, a well-known business inan and prom- 
inent mason, of Tacoma, Wasb., suspecting his daugh- 
ter of improper conduct with certain men, went into 
her room at 10 o’clock the other morning and killed 
her. He then killed himself. The girl was lying on 
the bed. ' 

After a few minutes conversation he shot at her four 
times with a revolver. Then he opened a long-bladed 
pocket knife and plunged it into hisown breast. Fear- 
ing that the girl might not be dead he withdrew the 
knife from his own body and plunged it into his 
daughter's heart as she lay gasping after the terrible 
struggle in acorner of the room. Harris then stag 
gered out of the hotel and fell dead in the gutter 
across the street. 

The tragedy took place at the Cleveland Hotel, a 
lodging house, where Etta Harris, the girl, roomed. 
The family arrived in Washington about four years 
ago, since which time Harris has been in business in 
Spokane, Seattle and lately in Tacoma. He was a 
tailor and quite well-to-do. Three years ago the 
daughter became acquainted with Ira G. Benton,a 
drummer for a Portland crockery company, with 
whom she became infatuated while visiting a sister at 
Spokane. 

Benton wrote the girl numerous letters, importun- 
ing her to return. Several of these letters fell into the 
hands oMher father and be brooded over their dis- 
closures until, bis friends think, he became insane. 
There is no doubt but the girl was betrayed and she 
at one time intended to kill Benton, but was persuaded 
not to do so by a local detective agency, whom she and 
her father had employed to ascertain Benton's where- 
abouts. 

Subsequently Miss Harris became a typewriter in 
the office of a detective agency. She roomed alone at 
the Cleveland Hotel, the lodging house where the 
tragedy occurred. Her father, s short time ago, 
came from Taeoma to Spokane on a visit, and ealled 
on her early in the morning a number of times, evi- 
dently with a view of entrapping her in wrongdoing, 
but he always found her alone. Harris evidently sus- 
pected that after being betrayed by Benton she was on 
the road to ruin, and he stated toa number of friends 
that he could not stand such disgrace. 

Harris left a number of letters addressed to his wife, 
and to several friends in Tacoma, asking to be buried 
with his daughter. It is their opinion that Harris was 
insane from brooding over bis daughter's disgrace. 
Miss Harris was twenty-five years old and was a beau- 
tifal girl. Harris leaves a widow and two sons, one 
pamed Sigmund, who lives at Spokane, and the other 
Alfred, now said to be in San Francisco, but whose 
address there is unknown. He also has a brother in 
San Francisco, who keeps a tailor shop on New Mont- 
gomery street. There are other relatives also in San 
Francisco.

Those who once knew Alice Berte, a pretty young 
lady, will be sadly surprised to learn that she is now a 
Prisoner at Central Police Station, serving a sentence 
for larceny. 

Two years ago Alice was engaged to marry a well- 
known Covington merchant. In other words, the en- 
gagement was a one-sided affair, and she was de- 
ceived. The magnificent castles in the air she bad 
builded were without foundation and evaporated at 
the time appointed for the wedding.

After a brief stay at that place she tired of her oid 
sporting life and persuaded per husband to return to 
Pittsburg in the hope that he might yet effect a recon- 
ciliation with bis parents. As tuey bad barely enough 
money to purchases railroad tickets, Alice was prompted 
to still greater folly in the belief that she was supply- 
ing herself and husband with means sufficient to pur- 
chase food until fortune should again smile on them. 
She stole a silk dress belonging to Ada Foster, the 
landlady, and secreted it in her baggage. 

The theft was discovered béfore she left town, and 
she was arrested by Police Officer Dick Owens, at the 
Union Depot, while taking a departing train with her 
busband,. The dress was found among her belongings. 
She and her husbaud (who was also arrested for com- 
plicity in the theft) were sentenced in police court te 
serve ten daysand pay the costs, which, as they bad 
no money, Means pearly a month of servitude. 

Alice and her husband are still locked up at Central 
Station, where he is acting as hall man or trusty for 
Turnkey Haines. As they gave their names as Mr.

“SEND THREE CHEAP COFFINS.” 


Green River, Utah, Aug. 25.—A fight took place 
yesterday near the Colorado State line which resulted 
in the killing of three outlaws, members of the notori- 
ous Brock gang, by a rapchman named Capt. W. E. 
Davis, who bad been robbed of some cattle. 

Brock has for some time been the head of an organ- 
ized gang of cattle theives. Last fail he was before 
the district court for horse stealing, but escaped upon 
technicalities.

Davis has surrendered, but will be acquitted.

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BIG MONEY FOR THE WINNER, 


The annual race known as the Futurity, was ron at the Coney 


Island Jockey Ciub track, Sheepshead Bay, on August 27. The 
race is oneof the most impertant of the two-year-old turf 
events but there was not so much Interest evinced over the 
race this year owing to the fact that Don Alonzo, Sir Walter 


and Dr Rice were net eligibie to start. 

The race, however, attracted a tremendous crowd. Morello 
and Lady Vielet were the most fancied, and thousands of dul- 
Jars poured in to the betting ring upon these two crack racers. 

The gross value of the Futurity Stake was $61,000, which is an 
unusually small igure. Much of the enthusiasm was excited by 
the fust-passing rumer that the stake was worth between $70,000 
ani) $75,000. 

Of the $61,000 the winner received $41,000, the remaining $19, 
000 being divided between the second and third horses and the 
breeders of the placed horses. The first Futurity Is the only one 
in the kistory of the stake smaller than that of Saturday, and 
that by only $100.

Both 
parties do hereby agree that George D. Turner shall be tempe- 
rary stakeholder, and also Onal stakeholder and referee and 
starter; and If the University ground cannot be got for Septem- 
ber 10, the referee is to choose place for race to take place, and 
the race must take place on September 10, 1892. One hundred 
dollars a side is up In the hands of George D Turner, to be made 
inte $200 aside on Aug. 20, 1892, and the final deposit of $50 a 
side to be made on August 31,1892. Either party falling te com- 
ply with above articles will lose «il money down that is in the 
hands of stakeholder, and the referee's decision shail be final 
without any appeal to any court of law whatever, and the win- 
ner to receive all gate money and stake money.

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THE CHARTER OAK STAKES. 


Nightingale Wins the $10,000 Purse at Hart- 
ford, Conn. 


The annual trotting contest for the purse of $10,000 for the 2:20 
class, was decided at Charter Oak Park, Martierd, Conn., on 
Aug. %. 

With the exception of the day when the American Girl-Hope- 
ful match was on, Charter Oak has vever had so big a crowd as 
was present tv see the big Held of fourteen starters for the tenth 
renewal of the Charte: Oak Stake. Taking luto consideration 
the uumber and calibre of the starters, the amount of money 
hung up, the size of the auction pouls and the time of the feur 
heats, it sets a record not only for this event but for any stake 
ever trotted. There was a very large delegation trom New 
York and faces familiar at Fleetwood could be seen at every 
step. 

Early in the morning hundreds of betting men went ont to the 
track, and beiween 10 and 11 o'clock the selling was very fast. 
The first ticket sold called for about $1,600, and then some 
larger ones went, some for as much as $2,400, the quotations 
being: Belle Vara, $1,000, Nightingale, $560; Iilinols Egbert, 
$170; Globe, $170; Instant, $126: Jessie Hanson, $75; Virginia 
Evans, $70; Kremlin, $71; Sadie, $40; Lightning, $36; Elko, $16: 
Neille Mason, $20; Mogul, $10; Nellie McGregor, $10. 

It hardly seemed pussibie that Mr. Hamlin could win this rich 
stake three years in succession, but there were Jotse of good 
judges who looked for the speedy pole horse to skip off two if 
not three corking miles. When it was sen that Globe had 
drawn the pole his party were jubilant, for in a field so large as 
that the inside pusttion in the front line was a tremendous ad- 
vantage. Geers was quick to avall himself of this, and when 
the word was given set sail with the Buffalo gelding—leading at 
the quarter by two lengths, Nelile Mason, the favorite, third, 
under a strong pull. Starr was reserving his mare for a final 
burst from the distance, but when that time came Belle Vara 
was all out with the long mile she had come, and with Geers 
sitting still, Globe held his lead to the wire, Belie Vara a short 
Jength back. 

With hedging money pouring ia, the betting narrowed to the 
field $100, Globe $35. But, though Geers opened a gap of six 
lengtt.s when Belle Vara broke at the turn, there was afar bet- 
ter horse than either away back in fourth place, but coming up 
hand over hand as they swept past the haifin 1:07. Nightin- 
gale came through and took second place and, swinging into 
the straight for home, Pickett brought the Olo mare abreast 
of the Hamlin gelding, and then for 20 seconds there was a ba’- 
tlo of giants. Stride for stride they cume the distance, 
when Geers drew his whip, and, thus cailed on, Globe held his 
own until within twenty lengths of the home, when he stopped 
driving, and Nightingale won by three lengths in 2:1334, brenk- 
ing tho track race record and her own by 8% seconds, Scveral 
of the beaten horses trotted better miles than ever before—such 
as Sac‘io M., Instant and Jessie Hanson finishing close to 2:15. 

With the carly favorite evide:.tly off, Globe not speedy enough, 
anid the rest of the fleld outclassed, the betting was 6 to 4 on the 
black mare, She seemed to feel the effects of the rapid mile 
while preparing for the third heat, breaking many times, but 
as soon as the word was givea she settled dewn to werk. [an- 
son kept her busy for half a mile. Belle Vara inoked danger- 
ous, but broke and gave it up. Hanson also gave up the chase 
at the long distance fing, and Instant was tho only ene near 
when Nightingale rushed under the wire in 2:14. With odds 
of 6to 2 on her it was simply a question of how far she could 
beat the field. She led from the wire, Globe finishing on her 
wheel as the elght-yoar-old daughter of Osgood’s Patcren won 
the heat and race in 2:14, the fastest four heats on record. 

Nightingale is a brown mare, foaled in 1884. She was bred 
by James Dority, of Toledo, 0., and was the first foal of her 
dam, then 4 years old, Nightingale has an unbeaten recerd 
this season, coming out with a record of 2:24% She won four 
conscutive races: in straight heats, reducing her record to 
219%. She followed this by landing the $10,000 stake at Detroit 
in three heats, third heat In 2:17, then the 2:27 stake at Buf- 
falo, and now this, which makes her the greatest money win- 
ner of the seoson.

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NIM HALL’S GREAT VICTORY. 


Pritchard’s Conqueror Will 
Probably Meet Fitzsimmons. 





THE SULLIVAN-CORBETT MATCH 


The victory of Jim Ha)l, the tall Australian, over 
Ted Pritchard, BEngiand’s champion pugilist, did not create a 
great deal of surprise, but the fact that Hall knocked Pritchard 
out In less than twelve minutes did astonish some people. Prit- 
chard had proved conclusively that he was a Grst-class pugilist 
by defeating Jack Burke, Alf Mitchell and Jem Smith, whoat 
the time Pritchard knocked him out, was the champion of Eng- 
land. Smith had been beaten by Peter Jackson, and fought a 
draw with Prank PF. Slavin and Jake Elirain, and when Prit- 
chard defeated Sm! ih so quick'y he was hailed by the English 
prise ring critics as \ second Tom Sayers. Hall must now be 
considered a Gret-class man by hié victory over Ted Pritchard. 
Ifhe had defeated any pugilist bat Pritchard or Fitzsimmons 
his victory would not have carried half as much glory for the 
Australian and Warren Lewis, his backer; but the fact that he 
defeated a champion of Encland and a premier pugilist, whe 
had never had to lower his colors, has gained for bim more laa- 
reis than if he had knocked out a reximent of non-champions.

After George Strong, of Denver, Col., went to Bng- 
land, he styled himself the American Cyclone, and English 
sporting men had an idea he was « wonder in the pugilistic 
line. How Strong came to style himselt a cycione I am at a loss 
te understand, for even in this country he cou!d not defeat a 
first-class bantaim. Strong proved himself a regular yellow dog 
in thering. He disgraced the name of Strong and the country 
he represented, for he could not fight enough to keep himself 
warm. Strong’s quick defeat should put a stop to fifth grade 
fighters geing to England to represent this country. It only gives 
the Bngiish sporting press a chance to print sneh matter as the 
following, which I clipped from the Sporting Life : 

7. * #® 

**It is not pleasant to be compelled to write dispar- 
aginglyof a loser, more especially if he be a stranger. Our 
proviuce is more In the direction of sympathy, and a desire to 
deal out leniency, but when the winner comes to be accounted 
for then the story takes wing to quite a different sphere. Whilst 
tempering justice with mercy we must not forget the hard- 
earned victory of the conqueror, and in presenting Euston in 
this guise, treat him as becomes a well-tried boxer and a man 
who achieved greatness without having it thrust upon him by 
an easy combination of circumstances. George Strong came to 
this country with a good reputation, but he arrived at a time 
when the backbone of boxing had sought ‘fresh fields and pas- 
tures new.” Wesympathised with him on his bad luck and 
premature advent, but just to give George profitable employ- 
ment untilthe fqureheads of boxing came back to town Mr. 
Frank Hinde offered a purse for a match between him and Tom 
Euston, which was gladiy accepted. If class, as represented in 
Strong, counted fur anything, it did not on the face of it look 
very promising for the Londoner, aud when they eame into 
the ring Tom was certainly the heavier, but Strong in far better 
condition. Arrangements of the very best possible description 
had been completed by Mr. Frank Hinde, whose name is a 
guarantees of fair play to all classes, black or white, it matters 
not. Under his able supervision the entertainment was agreea- 
biy conducted, but, strange to say, less than 4 rounds sufficed 
to settle the question of supremacy greatly in favor of Euston. 
Really all that deserves to be written will be found below. 
Strong was, figuratively speaking, a dead bird after the third 
round. He never once gave evidence of that astute generalship 
and hard hitting with which his record abounds, and pitiabie 
indeed was the climax. As he hung on to the ropes to be 
punched he presented a moving spectacle of pity, pity for the 
man who had traveled so far to meet an overwhelming and 
crushing defeat, and without the necessary lucre to scothe his 
wounded feelings. Poor in pocket and reputation, Geo, Strong 
leaves us to take back with him the bitterness of defeat and a so- 

Journ in thia country as disastrous as unprofitable. It was a 
collapse the like of which is seldom retrieved, and all the more 
eredit due to the man who brought it about. Truly speaking, 
Strong at times cut a most ridiculous figure, his grimaces 
creating a feeling among the company little removed from con- 
tempt. With all his show of wickedness, he did absolutely noth- 
ing, and just as much damage Euston, on the contrary, fin- 
ishe) him like a mechanic, and once in trouble never allowed 
the American to recuperate.”

Since Nancy Hanks beat the 1-mile trotting record, 
covering the distance in 2:07, many have tried te claim that the 
performance is not as great as Maud 8S ‘s 2:08%, because Nancy 
Hanks was driven in a sulky with pneumatic tires. It is my 
opiniog Nancy Hanks can trot as fast if not faster than Maud S., 
and future events will prove this theory. There is no doubt 
but the sulky Nancy Hanks pulled materially helped her to 
lewer Maud §.’s record and make the fastest mile ever trotted 
in the world in harness by « mare or horse, but what ad vantage 
there is in this new-rigged sulky can only be thoroughly proved 
when it is adopted by all trotting horse owners. The speed of 
the pneumatic tire has long been known to bicycle riders, and 
shortly after its first appearance in Engiand riders of that style 
of machine were handicapped 100 yards in the mile. The growth 
of the popularity of the tire was so rapid and its adoption by 
racing men so widespread that it soon had the racing field to 
itself, as no rider, no matter how speedy, coald push the har:- 
tired wheel against a contestant in his own Glass on the new 
style mount with any hope of success. Since its introduction 
on the trotting track the new sulky has worked wonders cqual 
almost to those accomplished by the air tire on the cycle racing 
path. The striking thing about the new sulky is the low wheels. 


__In the old-style vehicle the driver sat between them. Now he 


sits above them. The wheels average from twenty-eight to 
thirty-two inches, about the same as a safety bicycle seen on 
the roads and tracks. It has bali-bearings wherever there is 
Play for an axle. In the old sulky the wheel turned on a 
greased axle. Now inthe hub of the wheel is a row of bails 
about the size of buckshot and of the hardest steel. The axle 
ia placed on these balls, which eliminate the old-time cone- 
bearing friction. The rim of the sulky is of wood and the 
@pokes alev, but many horsemen are applying to the bicycle 
dealers fur regular bicycle wheels to be attached directly to the 
sulky. The average weight of a road safety bicycle is from 35 to 
46 pounds; of a rac, about 20 pounds. A sulky with the pneu- 
matic tire attachment weighs from 6244 to 70 pouuds. The ttre, 
which is of rubber, is pumped up with air, the same as in a bi- 
cycle. An inch and a quarter tire, or even larger, is left hollow 
and is pumped full of air by means of asmril pump. The hole is 
then made alr tight by a valve and the tire will remain firm 
until the air leaks out through a puncture or faulty plugging. 
The sulky that did the best work on the grand circuit in the 
west recently had a wheel about 28 inches high. Practical per- 
sons consider that the low wheels do not give any advantage; 
rather that the ball bearings and tires enabied the #8 inch sulky 
to win in spite of the low wheels. They say that the long- 
accepted theories concerning high wheels cannot easily be dis— 
proven, and that it will net be long before horsemen will want 
sulkies having wheels of the usual height. but supplied with 
the frictionless bearings and pneumatic tire. The pneumatic 
tire is a great benefit to the driver as well as to the horse. Tho 
vibration in the old sulky was one of the drawbacks to increased 
lightness.

Fitzsimmons fight the latter broke his thumb and injured his 
hand, and any time he fizhts it is liable to swell up. This is 
one great advantage Sullivan has in his favor.

After a corking battle of 7 rounds, Far- 
reli was defeated. From this out Farrell began to dissipate, and 
one night got into a barroom brawl in New York, in which he 
had one of his eyes cut out, After this he left New York and 
led a roving life, going as far as the Pacific coast, engaging in 
several minor scraps with local men wherever he stopped.

STRONG’S POOR SHOWING. 
The American Easily Knocked Out In Four Rounds 
In England. 

The following are the particulars of the International gleve 
fight between George Strong, of Denver, Col., and Tom Eusten, 
of London, Engiand, fought on Aug. 11, In England. 

RouND 1—A long sp&?, both very cautious, and Euston led off, 
but Strong ducked cleverly. Fiddling about, Baston again tried, 
bu’ non-effective through Strong's cleverhess. The latter now 
attempted a lead once, twice and three times without effect. 
A brief rally, and Euston sent the left into the side, aud at the 
finish of a scrimmage time was called without a good blow being 
administered, both acting greatly on the defensive. So far as 
it had gone, Strong had certainly not impressed the company, 
while Buston invariably forced matters, the American, by his 
fncial expression appearing, as he would express it, imbued with 
the belief that he bad on a soft thing. But he did not beteken 
any special. inherent punching qualities, and many thus ay 
predicted his defeat. 

Rounp 2—Strong threatened, and soon banged In the lent with 
force and effect. Tom rushed in, and Strong, laughing, stepped 
out of danger. Euston more prolific and natty, beckoned the 
“eyclone” on. Dodging about, and Buston several times planted 
the left on the face and body, whereupon business teroporarily 
ceased. Still the spectators betrayed uneasiness, and wndered 
when Strong wae going to show them even a little of the form 
with which he is credited. But they watched in vain, and 
Buston never once looked like a loser. At the close of the bout 
Strong seemed somewhat bewlidered, and Buston early dis- 
covered that the American’s reputation was, so far as he was 
coneerned, a veritable myth. 

RounD 8—As Euston rushed in Strong met him with a pnnch 
in the side. Sharp countering by both, and Easton sabsequent- 
ly went uncommonly well, A great ehange now occurred, and 
Buston set about his opponent in grand style. Strong was in 
difficulties, and they hugged, the reund being all in favor of 
Euston, and the company disappointed with the foreigner’s dis- 
play. A few more seconds and Euston would have decisively 
settled Strong's claim to superiority. He forced his opponent 
on to the ropes, and with one of his righthanded punches on 
the jaw demoralized him Strong looked perplexed and hurt as 
he swerved to the right and left, and Just as Tommy was serv- 
ing him out another “ thick-’un,” ‘‘ Time!” came to Strong’s 
rescue. 

Rounp 4—Strong with a vicious look, and he threatened, but 
Tom adroitly jamped back, It was ludicrous at this jancture to 
notice the facial contortions of the invader, who made pretence 
to annibilate Euston with one fell swoop, but the Londoner 
heeded little his feinting and pueriie mancuvring. It was 
palpable to the veriest tyro that Strong belied his name, for 
directly Euston went stubbvernly after him he reeled about 
hung on to his antagonist to save himself from t. 
The referee here interfered and warned Strong off, whereupon 
Euston paid his respects to tho Jeér’s abdomen, until from 
sheer exhaustion the Amerie’ clutched the ropes with both 
hands. Now Euston bariinered at him right and left. chiefly 
over the body, and Sting erewohing at lust, sought the floor, 
Rising he never attempted to face about, but directly Euston 

let fly the left, once more grabbed the ropes, and there received 
such treatment that his friends intervened as Strong dropped 
to the ground. There he lay, and the timekeeper finally 
counted him out, to the relief of the company, who were giad to 
nee the last of it, more especially when it was absolutely a for- 
lorn hope, and Strong simply a battering ram for Euston. 

Gee, 
whilst Bill Natty and Arthur Westiey atiended upon Strong, 
who had in bis corner Jack Campbell and Billy McCarthy.
